The tendency of this almost exclusive 
preaching of justification is to make their hearers re- 
gard their y" rsona! safety and liaapopoine ss as the clief 
part of religion. ‘This is to foster selfishness. ‘This is 
to degrade Christ as a Saviour from sin, as an exam- 
ple and source of spiritual lite, the lite of faith, the 
lite of boliness, and as the Image of God to which the 
soul should be conformed in all its affections. This is 
to defeat, in many cases, the object had in view, the 
assurance of hope, a pear eful conscience, for it leads 
toa constant and exclusive analvsis of the emotions 
of the heart, of the spiritual exercises, which, in many 
cases, induces a morind melancholy, or at least painful 
The

guilty of imperfection. The hearer, of tender con- 
science, comparing his own attainments in piety with 
the infinite Model, and listening to little else than an 
exhibition of its beauty and perfection, and the neces- 
sity of conformity thereto, often groans, being bur- 
dened, and is well nigh ready to despair. He charges 
himself with guilt, and yet the remedy is not exhibit-

A Paris correspondent of the Presbyterian com- 
municates to that journal the following significant ac- 
count of what happened a short time since in connec- 
tion with the mes tiny of the French Synod of Free 
Churches at St. Foy : 

The evening ot the 30th of Auyust was devoted to 
a public meeting for religious edification. On this oc- 
casion some deeply afflicting matters took place. A 
versons, Roman Catho- 
lies, repaired to chapel, for the Purpose of making 
nose, and geting ap arot. No personal violence 
was used, but for some tine the disturbance was quite 
considerable, both in’ the chapel aml on the streets. 
They ended by pirating two Sibles, of which they 
made a bonfire, in the pubhe square, reand which 
they danced like savages around their plunder. ‘The 


vevangelical Christians remained dignified and calm, 


and (thanks to them) there Was ho kind of collision. 
At the request of the mayor they consented, in’ the 
spurt of peace, and that thes night nat wive plare to 
the devil, (Eph. 4: 27.) while asserting their righits, 
to abstain trom public meetings in the evening. 

Qn the morning after this lamentalile seene, the 
President presented tothe Synod a stall fragment, 
pie ke tippy ah the street, of a Bible. burned on the pre- 
eeding evening.

sent you several copies of the Gospels and Acts 
in December last, and shall send you some of the en- 
tire New Testament in a short time. The comple- 
tion of this edition is a source of joy to us all, and 
we feel that it isa great advance in our labors. The 
Word of God is the great instrument by which we 
are to overthrow the false systems of religion which 
have so long prevailed in these Eastern lands. Bud- 
dhism has been the prevailing religion of Siam tor 
hundreds of vears. ‘Three thousand six hundred and 
ewhty-three volumes of Buddhist seriptures have al- 
ready been translated into the Siamese language, and 
the people have drank im the system to the very 
dregs. But, alas! instead of exalting them, it has 
only sunk them in gnorance, vice, superstition, op- 
ression and misery, in a multitude of forms,in this 
lite and everlasting punishment in the world to come. 

Brother Jones is making arrangements to translate 
the Old Testament, and hopes to have Genesis ready 
for the press by the close of the present year. it 
seems desirable to have brother Jones employed in 
biblical translations; and so long as the demand = for 
hooks continues, it becomes us to circulate the Word 
of God as extensively as possible. We have at pre- 
sent little else to distribute, and full one third of the 

resent edition of the New ‘Testament has already 

wen given away. Should we travel and distribute as

Many years ago Dr. Ashbel Green, whilst on a 
visit to the Warm Springs of Virginia, was preaching 
in a large room in the tavern. During the delivery 
of the discourse, a certain Captain », who had 
been addicted to licentious practices, but was now in 





poor health, rose and left the room although in do- 


ing so he was obliged to pass by the preacher and a 
part of the audience. For this, he, on the following 
day, made an apology. Dr. Green replied, that he 
thought no apology necessary, as he imputed his leav- 
ing the room to some urgent necessity. 

“ No,” said he,“ it was not so. The truth is, I 
could not sit out your sermon. I declare, I would 
rather have stormed the bridge of Lodi under Bona- 
parte, than have heard you to the end of that ser- 
mon.” 

How terrible is God's truth to the impenitent when 
conscience is somewhat aroused, and yet they are un- 
willing to abandon their sins And how fearful will 
be the reckoning in the day when they will be judged 
in righteousness, “ But he that doeth trath, cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be made manifest, 
that they are wrought in God.” One of the surest 
evidences of true piety, is the sincere love of the 
truth in its purity. “O how love I thy law: it is 
my meditation all the day.” 


MODERN PREACHING. 

I] riink that an inquiring stranger, unused to the 
worship of our churches and the language of our pul- 
pits, would first of all be struck by a certain technical 
amd unfamiliar air in all that issaid or done. Many 
sermons would require a key—a translation out of 
what Foster calls he fheolovical dialect, into the lan- 
guage of common lite, before they would at all be 
comprehended by an unaccustomed hearer. Mr. 
Pitt once said, after hearing an evangelical sermon, 
that he really could not understand it. Wilberforce 
records this asa melancholy illustration of the truth, 
that, * the natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God.” May not another interence, how- 
ever, be drawn ? The like would never have been 
said after a sermon by Paul, or a discourse by him 
who declared, “ Lam sent to preach glad tidings to 
the poor.” Yet it is strange to see how, in the minds 
of many religious teachers, the phraseology in ques 
tion is inseparably connected with orthodox belie. 
One of the last men in the world to wrap up his re- 
livion, if he knew it, out of the reach of the common 
mind, savs of the degraded field-laborers around him, 
as though it were the darkest feature in their case— 
* The words redemption, regeneration, justification, 
adoption, sanctification, atonement, moral govern- 
ment of Ciod, vicarious sacrifice, decrees or God, 
physical ability, moral inability, election, reprobation, 
salvation, predestination, and many other words of 
the same class, are all Greek to the bulk of the peas 
antry.” Very Vik ls ' Let me not be understood to 
repurliate the doctrines expressed by these phrases. 
I should certainly agree with the excellent writer 
Presper tine every one. Surely, however, they may 
be presented ina style and phraseology adapted to 
the common mind. For the Gospel is to be proper: 
ly taught, not as an exact seience that must deal in 
technicalines, nor asa metaphysical system) which 
must abound in abtruse distinctions, but as the prae- 
tical, simple rule of lite. Else, while the bread of 
heaven is being chemically analysed, hungering = spir- 
its will be left to starve.

IRGSH CHURCH MISSIONS, 
Tur London Christian Times says, a special meet- 
for missions to the Roman Catho- 
lies ot Lreland with the Established 
Church, was holden recently at Exeter Hall : 

The Duke of Manchester in the chair. The area 
of the large hall was densely crowded on the oceca- 
sion. ‘he principal speakers were the Rev. A. BR. 
C. Dallas, the Rev. John Greig, of Trinity Chureh, 
Dublin, and the Rev. Dr. M’Neile, of Liverpool. 
The two tormer speakers detailed the results of their 
observations on a tour they had made to the society’s 
missions in Conmemara, first in the course of last 
summer, and again a few weeks ago, from which it 
appeared that in that district, and especially around 
Clitden, whole villages have left the communion of 
the Church of Rome. and have joined the Establish- 
ment. It further appeared from their statements, 
that in the course of last summer great violence was 
used towards the converts, and especially the little 
children attending the Protestant schools, by the Ro- 
man Catholic population, headed by the priests ; 
but of late this opposition had gradually subsided, and 
the converts were allowed to meet in peace. The 
COnSse quence Was, that nearby 8.000 persons are now 
admitted the visits of the Seripture readers, who be- 
fore would net hold any communication with them. 
The reason ofthe population coming in such num- 
bers to hear the Word of God now, as compared with 
former times, Mr. Dallas attributed to the fact, that 
formerly every man was afraid of his neighbor ; but 
since the Protestant Bishop of Tuam had publicly 
confirmed 400 converts in that neighborhood, the in- 
quirers had discovered the secret of their own 
strenyth, and obeved without fear the dictates of their 
own conscience, ; 

This work of inquiry, the deputation stated, was not 
confined to Connemara. Mr. (rreig stated that. in the 
course of last summer he had visited fifty-one locali- 
tes in sixteen counties In Ireland, where divine wor- 
ship was pertormed in thd presence ot congregations, 
nineteen-twentieths of whom had had been Roman 
and he had met with thirteen ordained 
clergymen of the Establishment who had all been Ro- 
man Catholies, and three of whom had been priests.

It is this, too, that heightens the respon- 
sibility of this relation;—this that will make God's 
reckoning with his stewards so solemn a matter to us 
all. Ah! ifthese plaintive voices of hunger and cold, 
so cadenced now with anguish, should become accusers 
against us in the hall of judgment, giving in their tale 
of unrelieved miseries, at the last, as testimony to our 
hardness of heart, our selfishness, our greed, our wan- 
tonness of insensibility, what could our white dumb lips 
stammer in extenuation ? “ You had gold” = Yes.” 
“You heard the wail of distress?” “ Yes.” “ You 
turned the poor from your door; you waved him out 
of your path; you shut your bowels of pity against the 
importunity of those who plead for him; you called 
your hoards vour own, and spent them on your pleas- 
ures or your pride, or locked them in your miser’s 
chest.”

CHRISTIANITY PROVED BY ITSELF. 

“Tue Power of Christianity” is the theme of a ser- 
mon in the January number of the National Preach- 
er, by Rev. Dr. Sprague, of Albany. We quote a 
passage with which the discourse closes, illustrative of 
the selt-evidencing character of spiritual Christianity : 

The test by which Christianity offers to be tried is 
the power that dwells in it. You have seen what it 
can accomplish, and what it can resist, and what it 
can endure ; amd you have seen, moreover, that it ac- 
complishes nothing, resists nothing, endures nothing 
withont being able to give a substantial reason for it,

re all the dictates of sober reason; and our- 
«shy at least, there are none who will obtain for 
them a divine original. But let Deism, or any other 
false system, be bronght to this test, and see whether 
the genuine gospel does not cast it into utter dark- 
ness. Reigning spirits of error, we challenge you to 
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show us what you have done, that we ma thereby 
know what vou are. Show ns your lemg list of mar- 
tyrs, who have glorified your systems with their ex- 
piring breath, and who have felt that those 
were acordial to their souls while their ae 
writhing upon the rack. Show us the great me 
tude of benefactors to the world who have been found 
in your ranks; especially those who have counted it a 
privilege to live and even to die for the *piritual in- 
terests of their fellow-men. Show us your missiona- 
ries, to whom the exile from country, and the se 
tion from frends, and the exposure toa sickly cli- 
mate, and all the perils among heathen, are aecount- 
ed as nothing, in comparison with the grand object of 
causmg the wilderness to blossem, and of bringing 
many sons unto glory. Show us these fruits of your 
systems, these monuments of their inherent power: 
bring forth your men of moral might, your noble army 
of martyrs, or else acknowledge that you are leaning 
upon a prop that is nothing better than air. 
I thank the great apostle for having penned. and 
the greater Saviour for having dictated, that ashin 
declaration, “ God forbid that I should glory save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ; for here is the 
point at which all the light, and strength, and triumph 
of the church are centred. When I feel oppressed 
with a sense of weakness, hither I can come and feel 
strong. When I am growing timid in the prospect of 
danger, hither I can come and feel courageous. 
When I see the waves of adversity, mountain high, 
fiercely approaching me, let me station myself beneath 
the cross, and be as quiet as a child. And there, too, 
let me stand, and gird myself for a conflict with the 
last enemy: if the spirit of the cross may but come 
over me, to death’s terrors I will Oppose a serene and 
triumphant smile. Oh, brethren, the cross is but 
another word for Christianity itself: by its healing, 
strengthening virtues, may we all be nurtured for im- 
mortality ! . 


THE NEGLECTED BIBLE. 

Joun Howe, in a sermon on the divine authority 
of the Holy Seriptures, thus proceeds: * 

And a little to enforce all this, it mav not be al- 
together useless, nay, I think it may be worth our 
while to tell you a short passage which was not long 
ago told me by a person, ( whose name is we 
known in London, and I hope savorv in it vet, Dr. 
Thomas Goodwin,) at such time as he was president 
of Magdalen College in Oxford. These I had the 
passage from him. He told me, that being himself 
in the time of his youth a student at Cambridge, and 
having heard much of Mr. Rovers, of Dedham, in 
Essex, purposely he took a journey from Cambridge 
to Dedham, to hear him preach on his lecture day,— 
alecture then so strangely thronged and frequented, 
that to those came who not very early there was no 
possibility of getting room in that very spacious large 
church. Mr. Rogers was, as he told me, at that time he 
heard him, on the subject of discourse which hath been 
forsome time the subject of mine, the Scriptures 
And in that sermon he falls into an expostulation 
with the people about their neglect of the Bible; 
(1 am afraid it ismore neglected in our days;) he 

wrsonates God to the people, telling them: “ Well! 

have trusted you so long with my Bible: you have 
slighted it; it les in such and such houses all covered 
with cobwebs: you care not to look into it. Do you 
use my Bible so! Well! you shall have my Bible no 
longer.” 

And he takes up the Bible from his cushion, and 
seemed as if he were going away with it, and carrying 
it trom them; but immediately turns again, and per- 
sonates the a to God, falls down on his {knees, 
cries and P eads most earnestly, “ Lord! whatsoever 
thou dost to us, take not thy Bible from us. Kill our 
children, burn our houses, destroy our goods; onl 
spare us thy Bible, only take not away thy Bible.” 

And then he personates God again to the people: 
“Say you so? Well! I will try vou a while longer; 
and here is my Bible for vou; I will see how you use 
it, whether you love it more, whether you will value 
it more, whether you will observe it more, whether 
you will practice it more, and live more according to 


By these actions, as the doctor told me, he put all 
the congregation into so strange a posture that he nev- 
er saw any congregation in his lite. The place was a 
mere “ Bochim,” the people generally, as it were, del- 
uged in their own tears; and he told me himself, when 
he got out, and was to take his horse again to be gone, 
he was fain to hang a quarter of an hour upon the 
neck of his horse weeping, before he had the power to 
mount; so strange an impression was there upon him, 
and generally upon the people, upon having been 
thus expostulated with for the neglect of the Bible. 


EVENING PRAYER BEFORE THE SLEEP OF 
JATH. 


Less than two years since, an esteemed brother in 
the ministry attended family worship as usual in the 
evening, and then retired,—but diced within five min- 
utes afterwards. 

Less than two months since, an inestimable sister 
in our church attended evening worship as usual with 
her husband, then retired, and within five miuutes 
was struck with death, and passed to her account 
without another word. Neither of these had any 
more reason to expect such a sudden summons, than 
the writer or reader of this has to apprehend a simi- 
lar one to-night. 

‘How many fall as sudden—few as safe.’ 

There is not only a Christian propriety, but a sa- 

ered beauty, in the fact, that their last conscious act 
of any importance on earth was as act of worship* 
“ Thy will be done’!—and then they dropped into the 
arins of their Redeemer. 
* Thou art our Shepherd and we thy sheep”—and 
ummediately they heard his voice calling them to lie 
down in green pastures and beside the still waters. 
What a mistake—what a misfortune for both, had 
they died without that last prayer ! 

Criminals condemned to death, sometimes kneel 
and pray beside their open graves; but how differ- 
ent the untroubled, unconstrained prayer of the Chris- 
tian at the side of his bed on which heis then to lie 
down for his long repose. 

Missionaries about to sail for their distant fields of 
labor, celebrate and hallow their parting with friends 
and their native land, by an act of worship. So did 
that brother and sister, without foreseeing the result, 
commend themselves and were commended by others 
to God, and then they launched off upon the vovage 
that was to bear them over dark waters to the Haven 
of Eternal Rest. 

Queen Esther desired the pious Jews to pray for 
her, ere she went into the preseuce of Ahasuerus 3 
Jacob wrestled with the angel to the last moment 
possible, before he ventured to meet his injured and 
powerful brother Esau: and Stephen prayed until 
the heavens opened to receive his freed spint. Now 
what can be more appropriate than that last act of 
probation—the finishing stroke of pre tion for 
the presence of the Great King, should be an act of 
devout homage ? Were one to choose for himself, 
would he not have his last associations with earth con- 
neeted with such a scene, rather than with any thing 
trivolous or worldly ? Would he not have his last in- 
terview with friends on earth, remembered as a social 
religious service ? No one is so thoughtless but he 
would wish to strengthen himself for his long jour 
ney, could he foresee his time of starting. No parent 
would omit evening prayer, if he had reason to think 
some one of his household would be called home before 
morning ; and how dare any one omit it when he 
knows that this may be the case ? 

It would add solemnity and importance to our even- 
ing devotions, to remember that when we commit 
ourselves and all our precious interests to God’s keep- 
ing, professing entire confidence in his wisdom and 
goodness, [fe may on that very night take us at our 
word.—Puritan Recorder
